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INTHODrCTION. 

The  iiddition  of  a  large  iiumbiT  of  paniplilets  to  thu  Library  of  the  Archive* 
since  the  publication  of  the  "  Catalogue  of  Taniphlets,  etc.,  in  the  Dominion  Archivea." 
published  m  1011,  has  rendered  that  catalogue,  as  a  work  of  reference,  inadequate. 

The  wido  circulation  of  that  i)ul)lication  a\i'akened  u  new  interest  in  the  pamphlet 
and  pliuvd  tlie  Archi.i's  in  toudi  witii  a  large  number  of  private  collectors  in  Canada 
and  iu  the  I'nited  States,  and  with  many  den  ers  and  colliH'tors  abroad.  The  sys- 
tematic gufliering  together  of  a  collection  of  pami)hlcts  dealing  with  the  'Tairs  of 
early  -^'orth  Americr  and,  more  particularly  with  Caiuida  from  the  earlie.->t  times 
until  mn  was  pursued  with  new  vigour,  and  o  opportunity  was  lost  to  secure  from 
llic>e  collectors  and  dealers  pampldets  not  already  on  the  shelves-  Many  rare  and 
valuable  pamphlets  were  received  from  the  collections  of  Abbo  Dub.,.:,,  Archdeacon 
Hayniond,  Professor  Shnrtt,  the  late  Sir  Sandford  Fleming,  and  from  many  other 
persons.  S\ich  additions  increased  the  munber  of  pamphlets  from  U.ll  in  the  year 
1!U1,  to  2,tt.'il  at  the  beginning  of  l!»lf>.  These,  following  the  form  of  the  1911 
publication,  have  bci'ii  arranged  in  chronological  order,  and  ha-e  been  numbered  as 
indicate<l  in  tliis  catalogue. 

In  this  catalogue  the  exaet  title  (.f  each  i)amphlet  or  report,  excepting  the 
epigraph,  is  gi-en.  Where  the  epigrar'h  is  of  unusual  length  it  has  been  ;ibbreviated. 
In  the  selection  of  i)amphlets  considerable  latitude  has  been  taken;  many  volumes 
will  be  found  which  will  e.xc.vd  the  size  iisually  attributed  to  a  pamphlet.  In  each 
case,  however,  the  importance  of  the  volume  has  been  con-  lered  as  sufficient  justin- 
catioii  for  its  mention.  Likewise  in  the  list  of  government  reports,  only  those  dealing 
witli  si>ecial  subjects  have  been  included.  The  list  has  not  been  designed  to  serve  as 
a  lilue-book  Catalogue,  hence  the  regular  annual  reports  of  the  various  public  depart- 
meuti  have  not  been  mentioned.  The  index  includes  references  to  the  author  and  the 
chief  subjects  of  each  volume.
